dren and  five  Negroes  Therefore  praying  for  One  hun- 
dred Acres  on  the  South  Side  of  gredt  Ogechee  for  a  Set- 
tlement at  the  aforesaid  Place  called  Eatton's  Garden,  and 
four  hundred  Acres  for  Cultivation  opposite  thereto  on

Acres  of  Land  on  Purchase,  which  Undertaking  would 
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be  attended  with  a  great  Expence  Therefore  praying  for 
on  Purchase  other  five  hundred  Acres  adjoining  the  Tract 
before  ordered  him  for  the  Purpose  of  supplying  Timber 
for  sawing — 

RESOI.VED  That  on  Condition  &""  the  Prayer  of  the  said 
Petition  is  granted;  this  and  the  former  five  hundred 
Acres  to  be  run  in  one  Tract — 

Read  a  Petition  of  Thomas  Caudrey  setting  forth  that 
he  had  been  Eight  Years  in  the  Province  had  had  no 
Land  granted  him  and  was  desirous  to  obtain  Land  for 
Cultivation  having  a  Wife  and  six  Children  Therefore 
praying  for  two  hundred  Acres  in  Hallifax  District  near 
Savannah  River  at  a  Place  there  called  the  great  Savan- 
nah—

Petition  is  granted — 

Read  a  Petition  of  John  Burnsides  setting  forth  that 
he  had  been  six  Years  in  the  Province  from  North  Caro- 
lina had  had  no  Land  granted  hjm  and  was  desirous  to 
obtain  Land  for  Cultivation  having  a  Wife  and  three 
Children  Therefore  praying  for  two  Hundred  Acres  in 
Hallifax  District  at  a  Place  called  the  great  Savannah 
adjoining  the  upper  Line  of  One  hundred  Acres  there  Or- 
dered William  Mainer — 

Resoi,ved  That  on  Condition  &^  the  Prayer  of  the  said 
Petition  is  granted — 

Read  a  Petition  of  Elizabeth  Butler  Widow  setting 
forth  that  her  late  Husband  had  granted  him  in  his  Life 
time  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  Acres  of 
Land  whereon  he  made  very  large  Improvements  That 
the  Petitioner  was  desirous  to  obtain  an  Addition  of  Land 
her  Family  consisting  of  a  Daughter  and  One  hundred 
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and  Eleven  Negroes  Therefore  praying  for  two  thousand 
four  Hundred  Acres  on  the  North  Side  of  Coonochee 
River  lying  to  the  Northward  about  a  Mile  and  a  half 
and  to  the  Westward  four  Miles  from  a  Place  called 
Hearn's  Cowpen,  and  a  Swamp  emptying  itself  into  a 
Creek  called  big  Creek;  the  Land  petitioned  for  to  be

Sundry  Public  Accounts  relating  to  the  Expences  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  Salary  of  Pilot  of  Tybee  were  sev- 
erally laid  before  the  Board,  audited,  entred  in  the  Book 
of  Accounts  kept  for  that  Purpose  and  ordered  for  Pay- 
ment—

The  Gun-Merchant  and  the' other  Indian  Chiefs  being 
introduced  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  give  them  the 
following  Talk,  viz* 

Friends  and  Brothers 

I  am  \'ery  well  pleased  to  see  you  here  and  heartily 
take  you  by  the  Hand,  I  sent  for  you  because  it  is  a  long 
Time  since  you  were  here,  and  if  Friends  don't  meet  some- 
times their  Friendship  cools  and  they  are  apt  to  forget 
one  another — 

I  need  not  put  you  that  are  the  Chiefs  of  your  Countrey 
in  Mind  of  the  Treaties  made  at  different  Times  in  the 
j^reat  King  George's  Name  between  him  and  his  People 
and  you  the  Chiefs  of  the  upper  and  lower  Creeks  in  the 
Xame  and  Behalf  of  your  whole  Countrey;  and  since 
often  renewed  by  the  respective  Govemours  here  and  you 
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down  to  my  Time,  Who  am  also  entrusted  with  the  Care 
of  all  his  Majesty's  People  both  white  and  Indians  in  this 
Province.  It  is  not  above  two  Years  and  an  half  since  I 
saw  one  common  Father  the  great  King  George  from 
whom  I  had  in  charge  not  to  suffer  the  white  People  to 
be  hurt,  nor  the  Indians,  but  that  we  should  be  like  Broth- 
ers, and  one  People,  and  if  any  Difference  happened  that 
I  should  do  Justice  to  both  The  good  old  King  is  since 
dead,  but  I  have  received  Instructions  to  the  same  Purpose 
from  the  young  King  his  present  Majesty,  he  never 
speaks  with  a  double  Meaning,  he  is  always  the  same,  his 
Talk  is  heard  everywhere  and  his  Subjects  spread  all  over 
the  World,  and  if  ever  so  remote  he  will  always  like  a  true 
Father  give  them  Protection  and  take  notice  of  Injuries 
done  them.  He  loves  to  be  at  Peace  with  all  Mankind 
making  it  his  invariable  Rule  to  do  as  he  would  be  done 
by- 

Friends  and  Brothers 

You  cannot  forget  that  at  the  Time  when  by  his  Maj- 
esty's appointment  I  took  upon  myself  the  Care  of  his 
People  in  this  Province,  that  there  was  then  some  Differ- 
ence subsisting,  owing  to  the  frantic  and  rash  Behaviour 
of  some  of  your  young  Men  who  murdered  and  robbed 
some  of  our  People  in  your  Countrey.  I  had  no  reason 
to  believe  nor  do  I  yet  think  that  it  happened  with  the 
Consent  or  Advice  of  you  the  Head  Men  because  I  am 
well  informed  that  you  were  the  People  who  put  a  Stop 
to  that  Evil.  The  Govemour  my  Predecessor  informed 
me  fully  of  those  Matters  before  he  went  from  hence  and 
told  me  that  he  rested  it  intirely  with  your  Selves,  that 
you  were  well  acquainted  with  the  Treaties,  that  you  were 
a  wise  People  and  would  doubtless  conform  to  them ;  I 
approved  of  that  Measure  and  am  of  the  same  Opinion 
still. — The  Meaning  and  Intention  of  those  Treaties  were 
for  your  Welfare  as  well  as  ours,  you  know  you  cannot 
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do  well  without  us,  but  we  can  do  without  you ;  you  have 
tried  the  French  and  you  know  they  can  not  supply  your 
Wants ;  you  know  the  Spaniards  also,  and  if  you  will  cast 
your  Eyes  round  you  you  will  see  that  no  Indians  are  so 
happy  or  so  well  supplied  as  those  in  Friendship  with  the 
English,  witness  the  Chacktaws  and  many  other  Nations 
on  the  Mississippi,  they  are  more  like  Slaves  than  a  free 
People;  look  at  your  young  People,  your  Women  and 
Children  and  compare  them  with  the  Chactaws  and  other 
Nations.  You  likewise  have  seen  and  very  well  know  the 
great  EHstress  theCherokees  have  been  reduced  to  by  their 
Misbehaviour  and  breaking  with  the  English. — The  great 
King  George's  Orders  are  that  you  should  have  a  plentiful 
Trade  from  us  if  you  behave  well  to  his  Subjects  and  not 
otherwise ;  and  that  we  should  live  like  Brothers  and  have 
but  one  fire ;  and  we  can  pour  in  Goods  upon  you  like  the 
Floods  of  a  gjeat  River  when  it  overflows;  We  bestow 
our  Favours  on  our  Friends  heartily  and  without  Reserve, 
this  you  know  to  be  true  which  ought  and  I  doubt  not 
does  convince  you  that  we  are  your  real  Friends — 

But  on  the  other  Hand  if  your  young  People  will  not 
hearken  to  the  wise  and  good  Advice  of  you  their  gjeat 
Warriors  and  Leaders,  and  observe  the  Treaties,  keep  the 
Peace,  and  live  like  Brothers,  they  will  be  convinced  per- 
haps, when  it  is  too  late,  that  they  have  to  do  with  Eng- 
lishmen, who,  though  of  long  forbearance,  cannot  put  up 
with  bad  Usage  forever — And  although  your  unthinking 
People  may  look  upon  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  as 
but  a  few  yet  they  must  know  that  we  are  in  a  Part  of  the 
great  King  George's  Dominions,  and  that  he  will  never 
forsake  or  neglect  his  Subjects  in  whatever  part  of  the 
World  they  are,  when  in  Need  of  his  Attention,  and  that 
all  his  white  People  in  the  Countries  joining  are  as  one 
People  and  will  always  help  one  another  when  there  is 
Occasion — 

By  what  I  have  now  said  I  don't  mean  to  throw  Blame 
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upon  you  the  Head  Men,  I  know  your  People  are  not  sub- 
ject, amongst  you  to  such  Laws  as  our  people  are,  your 
Customs  are  different.  I  know  there  is  bad  People 
amongst  you  that  are  unruly,  and  we  have  some  bad 
People  amongst  us :  but  I  would  earnestly  recommend  to 
you  that  are  the  Chiefs  and  have  the  real  Interest  and  good 
of  your  Countrey  at  Heart,  to  teach  and  instruct  your 
young  People;  I  for  my  own  Part  will  observe  strictly 
what  I  recommend  to  you,  in  Order  that  we  may  conform 
to  the  great  King  George's  Commands  and  live  together 
like  Friends  and  Brothers  while  the  Sun  shines  and  the 
Waters  run  in  the  Rivers.  And  if  any  Difference  hap- 
pens it  will  be  the  Fault  of  your  young  (mad)  People  and 
not  ours.  And  if  your  People  break  through  the  Treat- 
ies and  use  the  English  ill,  the  great  King  George  will  be 
angry,  and  his  Warriors  will  be  angry  also  and  take  Sat- 
isfaction ;  but  on  the  other  Hand  while  you  behave  well 
and  are  as  good  Friends  to  the  English  as  your  Fore- 
fathers were,  our  King  will  hold  you  fast  by  the  Hand  and 
will  not  let  you  go,  he  will  give  you  the  same  Protection 
and  take  the  same  Care  of  you  as  of  his  White  Subjects 
If  you  are  injured  or  have  any  thing  to  complain  of,  let 
me  know,  and  I  will  endeavour  to  redress  you ;  and  if  any 
white  Man  is  injured  by  any  of  your  People  I  shall  expect 
the  same  from  you;  for  you  cannot  expect  that  we  will 
observe  Treaties  if  your  People  break  through  them. 
These  are  Things  I  thought  it  necessary  to  mention  to 
you  and  sent  for  you  that  we  might  see  one  another  and 
brighten  and  renew  the  old  Chain  of  Friendship  and  all 
former  Treaties  in  the  Name  of  the  present  young  and 
great  King  George  and  in  my  Name  as  his  Govemour  of 
this  Province;  and  to  the  End  that  we  may  continue  to 
live  in  the  utmost  Peace  and  Friendship  with  each  other. — 

The  Gun-merchant  made  answer  that  he  was  sensible 
of  the  Treaties  that  had  been  made  with  their  forefathers 
by  the  white  People  and  handed  down  to  them,  which 
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were  that  they  should  live  in  Peace  one  with  another — 
That  he  had  received  several  Invitations  to  come  and 
visit  the  Governour  and  the  white  People  his  Friends,  and 
supposed  it  was  to  talk  of  those  antient  Treaties,  and  for 
that  Purpose  he  now  came  down — That  to  attempt  to  im- 
prove the  Treaties  already  made  would  be  in  .vain,  but  to 
talk  them  over  and  renew  them  was  become  extremely 
necessary  for  the  mutual  Benefit  of  all — That  their  Head 
men  would  do  all  in  their  Power  to  enforce  the  Observ- 
ance of  them  amongst  their  People ;  and  assured  his  Ex- 
cellency that  there  was  no  Appearance  of  any  Disposition 
in  them  to  alter  the  present  peaceable  and  friendly  Tem- 
per now  subsisting  amongst  their  Nation,  as  also  amongst 
the  Chicasaws,  and  lower  Creeks,  for  all  of  whom  he 
would  be  answerable — That  he  remembered  when  the  first 
Fire  was  kindled  on  this  Bluff  and  what  was  then  settled 
and  agreed  upon  by  their  People  and  the  white  People, 
and  would  do  every  Thing  in  his  Power  to  prevent  Dis- 
putes or  Differences  happening — That  as  to  the  Mischief 
that  had  happened  some  time  ago  in  their  Nation  by 
Means  of  some  of  their  rash  young  Men,  he  did  not  ex- 
pect to  have  heard  it  mentioned  at  this  Time,  nor  was  it 
possible  for  him  to  answer  to  it,  as  his  coming  down  was 
intirely  to  see  his  Excellency — That  he  thought  permit- 
ting their  People  to  be  in  the  Settlements  amongst  the 
white  People  was  a  great  Evil,  especially  as  those  who 
come  there  are  generally  such  as  have  left  the  Nation  for 
Crimes,  or  at  least  to  avoid  Controul;  that  they  them- 
selves had  tried  means  to  prevent  it  but  could  not,  and 
believed  that  if  nobody  was  suffered  to  trade  with  them 
in  the  Settlem**  it  might  have  a  good  Effect — That  his  not 
coming  down  before  on  the  various  Invitations  sent  him 
was  owing  to  the  critical  Situation  of  his  Countrey,  where 
the  Cherokees  employed  all  their  Art  and  Address  to  en- 
gage them  in  a  War  with  the  English;  which  he  had  a 
very  difficult  Task  to  prevent,  although  he  was  at  length 
so  happy  as  to  effect  it — 
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His  Excellency  told  the  Indians,  in  Reply,  that  we  were 
also  in  as  friendly  a  Disposition  as  their  People — ^That 
it  was  necessary  to  renew  our  Treaties  together  as  we  had 
a  new  King — That  he  knew  the  Gun-merchant  was  at 
great  Pains  to  prevent  his  People  from  joining  in  a  War 
with  the  Cherokees  against  the  English — 

The  Talk  being  ended  the  Indians  with  their  usual 
Compliments  withdrew —

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Gentlemen  that  Sele- 
chee  and  some  other  Creek  Indians  were  expected  in  Town 
with  a  Spanish  Scalp,  and  desired  the  Opinion  of  the 
Board  as  to  the  Reception  he  should  give  them;  The 
Board  were  unanimous  in  Sentiment  that  the  Scalp  should 
not  be  received  but  that  the  Indians  should  be  kindly  used 
and  dismissed  with  Presents,  but  not  on  Account  of  the 
Scalp — 

His  Excellency  also  acquainted  the  Board  that  Captain 
AUeck  an  Indian  had  made  a  Complaint  to  him  that  a 
Party  of  Euchee  Indians  had  taken  the  said  Alleck's  Wife 
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and  carried  her  with  them  into  the  Province  of  South 
Carolina.  The  Board  thereupon  requested  his  Excellency 
to  write  a  Letter  to  the  Govemour  of  South  Carolina  de- 
siring him  to  use  his  Endeavours  that  the  said  AUeck's 
wife  be  sent  back  again  to  him —

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Board  that  he  had  re- 
ceived Letters  from  Charles  Town  informing  him  that 
the  Small  Pox  was  in  five  or  six  Houses  there,  and  also  at 
Santee  about  thirty  Miles  to  the  Northward  of  Charles 
Town ;  And  the  Board  being  informed  that  M'  Doiley  and 
M'  George  Houstoun  arrived  yesterday  from  South  Caro- 
lina they  were  sent  for  and  asked  what  they  had  heard  rel- 
ative to  the  small  Pox,  Who  severally  informed  the  Board 
that  they  were  told  the  small  Pox  was  at  the  following 
Places,  viz*,  Stono,  Ponpon,  James  Island,  John's  Island, 
Wadmalaw,  and  Toogadoe,  and  that  they  believed  it  to 
be  true:  the  Letter  also  mentioned  particularly  several 
Houses  in  Charles  Town  where  it  was.  Whereupon  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Act  to  oblige  Ships  and  other  Ves- 
sels coming  from  Places  infected  with  Epidemical  Distem- 
pers to  perform  Quarentine  be  immediately  enforced,  and 
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that  agreeable  thereto  the  following  Orders  and  Directions 
be  notified  by  Proclamation  at  Savannah,  Sunbury,  Au- 
gusta, Ebenezer,  and  Joseph's  Town,  and  at  the  Fort  at 
Cockspur,  viz*  It  is  Ordered  that  all  Ships  Vessels  and 
Boats  coming  from  Charles  Town  in  the  Province  of 
South  Carolina  do  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  per- 
form Quarentine  for  the  Space  of  Ten  Days  after  their 
Arrival  in  any  Creek  or  Harbour  within  this  Province  at 
one  of  the  Places  hereafter  appointed  for  that  Purpose 
(that  is  to  say)  at  or  below  four  Mile  Point  in  Savannah 
River,  at  or  below  Turkey  Buzzard  Island  in  great  Oge- 
chee  River,  and  in  Midway  River  at  the  Distance  of  not 
less  than  three  Miles  below  the  Town  of  Sunbury;  And 
all  Masters  or  Commanders  of  such  Ships,  Vessels  or 
Boats,  and  all  Mariners  Seamen  and  Passengers  being 
on  Bo^rd  such  Ships  Vessels  or  Boats  at  the  Time  of  their 
Arrival  within  the  Province,  and  all  Persons  going  on 
Board  the  same  during  the  said  Term,'  and  all  Goods 
Wares  and  Merchandize,  laden  or  being  on  Board  such 
Ships  Vessels  or  Boats,  shall  continue  and  remain  on 
Board  the  same  for  and  during  the  Time  of  the  said 
Quarentine ;  And  all  Ships  Vessels  or  Boats  coming  into 
any  River  Creek  or  Harbour  in  this  Province  from  any 
other  Parts  of  South  Carolina,  and  all  Masters  or  Com- 
manders, Mariners,  Seamen,  Passengers,  and  Merchan- 
dize, on  Board  the  same  shall  also  be  subject  to  such 
Quarentine  unless  they  produce  a  Bill  of  Health  attested 
before  and  signed  by  a  Magistrate  of  the  Place  from 
whence  the  said  Ship  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  come  in  which 
Bill  of  Health  shall  be  inserted  the  Names  of  every  Per- 
son on  Board :  And  all  and  every  Person  or  Persons  trav- 
elling by  Land  or  Water  coming  from  any  infected  Place 
in  the  said  Province  of  South  Carolina  are  hereby  prohib- 
ited to  enter  into  or  come  within  this  Province  until  these 
Orders  are  withdrawn  and  such  restraint  taken  off,  Pro- 
vided nevertheless  that  any  Person  or  Persons  coming 
from  the  said  Province  of  South  Carolina  who  shall  pro-

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  the  general  Assembly  of  this 
Prociammtioii    Province  intituled  "An  Act  to  oblige  Ships  and  other  Ves- 

'sels  coming  from  Places  infected  with  Epidemical  Dis- 
'tempers  to  perform.  Quarentain"  All  Ships  or  Vessels 
and  Boats  of  what  Burthen  soever  coming  into  this  Prov- 
ince from  Places  infected  with  the  small  Pox  or  other 
Epidemical  Distemper  shall  be  obliged  to  perform  Quar- 
entain  in  such  Place  and  Manner  and  for  such  Time  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  Governour  or  Commander  in  chief 
for  the  Time  being  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  his  Majesty's  honourable  Council  And  whereas  by  my 
Order  made  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his 
Majesty's  honourable  Council  on  the  nineteenth  Day  of 
January  last  past  in  Pursuance  of  the  said  Act  for  pre- 
venting the  small  Pox,  then  and  now  in  Charles  Town 
South  Carolina  from  being  brought  into  this  Province  it 
is,  among  other  Things,  Ordered  That  all  Ships  Vessels 
or  Boats  coming  into  any  River  Creek  or  Harbour  in  this 
Province  from-  any  other  Parts  of  South  Carolina,  and  all 
Masters  or  Commanders  Mariners  Seamen  and  Passen- 
gers on  Board,  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  such  Quaren- 
tain  as  in  the  said  Order  specified  unless  they  produce  a 
Bill  of  Health  attested  before  and  signed  by  a  Magistrate 
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of  the  Place  from  whence  such  Ships  Vessels  or  Boat  shall 
come,  in  which  Bills  of  Health  shall  be  inserted  the  Names 
of  every  Person  on  Board ;  And  all  and  every  Person  and 
Persons  travelling  by  Land  or  Water  coming  from  any 
infected  Place  in  the  said  Province  of  South  Carolina  are 
thereby  prohibited  to  enter  into  and  come  within  this 
Province  until  those  Orders  are  withdrawn  or  such  Re- 
traint  taken  off  It  is  nevertheless  therein  provided  that 
any  Person  or  Persons  coming  from  the  said  Province  of 
South  Carolina  who  shall  produce  like  Bills  of  Health  as 
before  mentioned  and  shall  make  Oath  that  they  have  not 
been  in  any  infected  Place  since  the  Time  of  their  obtain- 
ing the  same  shall  and  may  be  admitted  and  suffered 
to  pass  within  this  Province  And  whereas  the  Intent  and 
Meaning  of  the  said  Order  hath  been  evaded  by  Persons 
coming  immediately  and  directly   from  Charles  Town 
and  other  infected  Parts  of  the  said  Province  of  South 
Carolina  who  have  procured  Bills  of  Health  at  Beaufort 
and  Purysburgh  and  thereljy  have  been  permitted  to  come 
into  this  Province  to  the  great  and  manifest  Danger  of  the 
Inhabitants  thereof  I  have  therefore  by  and  with  the  Ad- 
vice and  Consent  of  his  Majesty's  honourable  Council 
made  the  following  further  Order  and  Directions  agree- 
Ordered  that  for  the  future  during  the  Continuance  of  the 
Quarentain  by  the  said  former  Order  injoined  no  Person 
or  Persons  whatever  shall  be  permitted  to  come  or  pass 
with  their  Vessels  or  otherwise  into  this  Province  not- 
withstanding they  may  have  a  Bill  of  Health  unless  such 
able  to  the  Tenor  and  Intention  of  the  said  Act,  viz*.

then  next  before  or  in  or  at  Charles  Town  or  any  other 
infected  Place  within  Twelve  Days  next  before  the  ob-

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that  all  and  every  Ship  Vessel  and  Boat  coming  to  this 
Province  from  Charles  Town  or  elsewhere  which  shall 
have  on  Board  any  Person  or  Persons  infected  with  the 
small  Pox  shall  lie  Quarentain  for  the  Space  of  forty 
Days  after  the  Arrival  of  such  Ship  Vessel  or  Boat  in  any 
Creek  or  Harbour  within  this  Province  at  the  Places  for 
this  Purpose  respectively  appointed  in  and  by  the  said 
former  Order  under  and  subject  to  the  like  Restrictions  as 
therein  mentioned  for  Ships  and  Vessels  performing 
Quarentain  Provided  that  all  and  every  Person  and  Per- 
sons on  Board  such  Ship  Vessel  or  Boat  not  being  infected 
with  the  small  Pox  shall  be  subject  to  a  Quarentain  of 
Twenty  One  Days  only  He  she  or  they  going  on  Shoar  at 
such  Place  as  for  this  Purpose  shall  be  appointed  and  re- 
maining there  during  that  Time  under  the  Order  and 
Directions  of  the  Officers  appointed  to  see  Quarentain 
performed  And  all  Masters  of  Vessels  Marines  and  Pas- 
sengers and  others  are  hereby  required  to  pay  due  Obe- 
dience to  this  Order  in  Pain  of  incurring  the  Penalties  by 
the  aforesaid  Act  inflicted  For  notifying  whereof  I  do 
hereby  issue  this  my  Proclamation  strictly  commanding 
and  requiring  all  Officers  of  the  Customs  Master  of  the 
Guard  Boat  Magistrates  of  the  several  Parishes  and  all

Read  two  Talks  from  the  Mortar  and  Handsom  Fellow 
in  the  Name  and  Behalf  of  both  the  upper  and  lower 
Creeks ;  the  one  of  the  5^^  Aprill  and  the  other  of  the  8'** 
May  1763,  which  his  Excellency  received  the  third  Day 
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of  June  last,  and  some  Time  ago  communicated  to  the 
Board  and  are  as  follows,  viz^ 


"At  a  Meeting  of  the  Head  Men  of  the  upper  Creek 
J^W^Tea.  "Nation  held  at  the  Okchoys  5'^  Aprill  1763." 

"The  Mortar  spoke  as  follows,  That  it  is  well  known 
'both  to  red  and  white  People  the  last  Treaties  made  be- 
*twixt  us ;  And  to  put  us  in  Mind  of  them  was  the  chief 
'Purpose  of  this  Meeting — " 

"Their  Agreement  was  that  this  Side  of  Savannah 
'River  above  Augusta  should  belong  to  them  but  they 
'now  find  it  settled  all  over  the  Woods  with  People  Cat- 
'tle  and  Horses,  which  has  prevented  them  for  some  Time 
'from  being  able  to  supply  their  Women  and  Children 
'with  Provisions  as  they  could  do  formerly,  their  Buffalo, 
'Deer  and  Bear  being  drove  off  the  Land  and  killed ;  That 
'this  is  the  Reason  of  their  killing  the  Cattle  they  meet  in 
'these  Lands,  that  they  fill  their  Bellies  when  they  are  hun- 
'gry  having  nothing  else  to  do  it  with — This  they  are 
'afraid  will  raise  a  Disturbance  'twixt  Us  which  they  do 
'not  want;  they  therefore  desire  the  Governour  may 
'take  it  into  Consideration  and  clear  the  Virginia  People 
'from  their  Lands,  that  the  Virginia  People  are  only  to 
'be  blamed  for  any  Misunderstandings  that  have  hap- 
'pened  or  may  happen  hereafter — " 

"That  he  the  Mortar  has  heard  the  Virginia  People 
'should  say  they  would  not  leave  those  Lands  for  the 
'King's  Talk  or  the  red  People's  either,  but  hopes  it  is  not 
'so,  and  that  the  King  will  oblige  them  to  take  his  Talk 
'which  will  prevent  much  Mischief  that  might  otherwise 
happen" — 

"That  their  next  Grievance  is  that  they  are  not  well 
"supplied  with  Powder  and  Bullets  by  the  Traders ;  they 
'*think  fifteen  Bags  of  Powder  and  Bullets  equivalent  will 
**be  sufficient  for  every  Town  and  hopes  it  will  be  sent'' — 
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That  this  is  the  Sentiments  of  upper  and  lower  Credcs 
and  they  expect  that  their  Talks  will  not  be  thrown 


"away" — 


"The  Handsom  Fellow  spoke  as  follows" 

"That  there  are  two  head  Men  from  every  Town  in  the 
"ujq)er  Creeks  at  this  Meeting  and  that  what  he  is  going 
"to  say  is  the  Sentiments  of  them  all" — 


That  his  Talk  is  the  same  as  the  Mortar's  that  white 
People  were  to  drink  upon  one  Side  of  Savannah  River, 

"and  red  People  on  the  other,  and  that  this  is  the  Talk 
they  still  want  to  hold.  That  he  sees  the  Virginia  Peo- 
ple settled  upon  a  great  Part  of  their  Lands  which  they 
never  granted,  such  as  Satilla  to  the  South  of  Georgia, 

"Ogechee,  Conutchee,  and  Savannah  River  up  high;  he 
is  certain  no  red  People  ever  granted  any  Lands  in  those 
Parts  and  he  therefore  desires  all  these  stragling  People 
may  be  ordered  off  and  settle  upon  the  Lands  which 
were  formerly  granted" — 


"That  he  some  Time  ago  had  a  Ccxiference  with  Scot- 
**haby  and  Simpoiaphie  of  the  lower  Towns  and  they  told 
"him  the  Govemour  had  promised  them  some  Time  be- 
"fore  that  as  soon  as  the  Cherokee  War  was  over  these 
"should  be  sent  off,  but  since  the  Cherokee  War  he  sees 
"they  settle  more  numerous  than  before." 

"That  this  is  a  Talk  has  been  lon^^  concluded  upon  by 
"them  all ;  they  expect  an  Answer  as  soon  as  possible,  a 
"great  many  of  their  People  are  now  below,  and  they  will 
see  whether  it  is  complied  with  or  not" —

"The  Mortar  spoke  as  follows.    That  their  Name  is 
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Indian  Talk 
8th  May. 


"red  People  and  as  such  they  are  poor,  and  we  are  the 
"People  they  must  apply  to  in  their  Necessity.  That  for- 
"merly  Lands  that  white  People  now  live  upon  were 
"theirs,  but  now  he  believes  white  People  have  forgot  or 
"think  they  have  no  Lands  belonging  to  them,  as  he  hears 
"we  are  going  to  take  all  the  Lands  which  they  lent  the 
"French  and  Spaniards,  and  they  are  surprized  how  Peo- 
"ple  can  give  away  Land  that  does  not  belong  to  them." 

"That  when  they  first  saw  white  People  they  were 
much  afraid,  but  in  a  short  Time  they  made  Friends  with 
them,  and  allowed  them  some  Lands  to  settle  upon,  but 
now  he  thinks  white  People  intend  to  take  all  their 
"Lands,  and  throw  away  the  old  Talks  intirely:  that  it 
"makes  their  Hearts  cross  to  see  their  Lands  taken  with- 
"out  their  Liberty.  That  he  knows  white  People's  Physic 
"is  strong  for  War,  and  he  thinks  their  Head  Warriors 
have  strong  Physic  likewise" —

"That  we  call  them  our  Brothers,  and  the  French  call 
them  their  Children,  and  we  tell  them  to  kill  French,

That  he  and  his  Family  are  Masters  of  all  the  Land, 
and  they  own  no  Masters  but  the  Master  of  their  Breath ; 
but  he  thinks  the  White  People  intend  to  stop  all  their 
"Breaths  by  their  settling  all  round  them" — 

In  Answer  to  which  his  Excellency  acquainted  the  Boar^ 
he  had  sent  them  Word  that  there  would  be  a  general 
Meeting  with  the  Indians  in  the  Fall  when  all  the  Matters 
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they  mention,  and  every  Thing  else  may  be  talked  over 
and  settled ;  And  had  also  sent  up  Copies  of  his  Majesty's 
Instruction,  lately  received,  forbidding  any  Persons  set- 
tling upon  Lands  claimed  by  the  Indians,  and  requiring" 
those  already  settled  to  remove  therefrom,  in  Order  that 
the  same  may  be  explained  to  the  Indians;  which  he 
thought  sufficiently  answered  the  most  material  Part  of 
their  Grievance  complained  of :  And  desired  the  Opinion 
of  the  Board  whether  any  Thing  further  in  regard  to  those 
Talks  was  necessary  to  be  said  or  done  until  the  general 
Congress  which  is  soon  to  be  held  in  Obedience  to  his 
Majesty's  royal  Commands? 

The  Board  approved  of  what  had  been  done  and 
thought  nothing  further  was  necessary  'till  the  holding  of 
the  Congress- 
Read  a  Talk  from  the  lower  Creeks  dated  the  1 5^^  May 
1763  and  received  by  his  Excellency  on  the  18"*  June  last 
with  the  Governour's  Answer  thereto  which  was  approved 
of,  and  are  as  follows,  viz',

"This  Day  the  Head  Men  assembled  and  give  your 
^X™^!'*^  "Excellency  Thanks  for  your  friendly  Talk  delivered  to

"bughche"— 

"They  say  they  have  no  other  Thought  than  to  be  in 
"Friendship  with  your  Excellency  and  all  your  white 
"People  ever  since  a  drest  Buffalo  Skin  wrote  full  on  one 
"Side  with  a  Talk  of  the  Cossitah  Head  Men  to  the  great 
"King  over  the  great  Water  as  a  Token  of  Friendship 
"soon  after  General  Oglethorpe  came  over  to  Georgia  with 
"a  Talk  from  the  great  King  to  them  to  be  at  Peace  with 
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his  white  People,  and  for  the  Children  to  grow  up  and 
be  at  Peace  one  with  another  which  they  hope  will  so

"The  11^**  Instant  the  Bearer  delivered  a  Talk  that  he 
'brought  from  one  M'  Wilson  who  now  lives  on  or  near 
'the  Place  where  the  white  People  was  killed  and  an 
'House  burnt  in  the  latter  End  of  last  Winter,  to  get  a 
'Permission  from  the  above  Headmen  to  settle  a  Stock 
'of  Cattle  or  to  keep  a  Store  with  Goods  to  deal  with 
'Indians ;  as  they  will  not  agree  to  either  they  beg  your 
'Excellency  to  order  the  said  Wilson  from  off  the  Place 
'for  fear  of  any  further  Mischief;  They  likewise  desire 
'to  have  all  Out-Stores  drawn  back  to  their  proper  Land, 
'that  their  People  would  get  Drink  of  these  Traders  and 
*lay  their  Skins  out  at  the  Outstores  and  come  home 
'Empty,  which  causes  Disturbance  between  the  Traders 
*and  their  People;  They  further  beg  your  Excellency  to 
'order  a  larger  Supply  of  Ammunition,  to  theQuantity  of 
'Six  Bags  of  Powder  and  twelve  of  Balls,  likewise  twen- 
'ty  Guns  to  every  Town'* — 

"Lastly  hoping  your  Excellency  will  take  it  into  Consid- 
"eration  (of  an  inconsiderable  Value  to  your  Excellency 
"but  great  to  them)  One  Bag  of  Powder  and  two  of  Balls 
"to  each  Town  to  be  shared  among  the  old  People,  and  a 
"great  Coat  to  each  beloved  Man  that  walk  or  ride  to  hear 
"&  give  Talks,  as  some  have  a  good  Way  to  go ;  and  for 
"the  Traders  to  bring  these  Things  upon  their  Pack- 
'*Horses.  Wherein  they  conclude  your  Friends  and

"Memorandum.  The  Indian  who  brought  this  Talk 
"said  he  was  ordered  to  tell  me  that  the  French  and  Span- 
"iards  said  a  great  Number  of  English  Troops  were 
"landed  at  Pensacola,  Mobile  &**  and  that  they  were  to  go 
"away  from  those  Places:  And  that  the  Designs  of  the 
"nnglish  were  to  surround  the  Indians  and  punish  them 
"for  their  past  Misbehaviour  and  to  make  them  tame. 
"And  that  he  was  sent  down  to  me  to  know  whether  these 
"Things  were  true,  and  whether  it  was  to  be  Peace  or 
"War  between  the  white  People  and  the  Creeks  &*"" 

"To  which  I  answered  as  follows  in  Writing,  viz*" 

"The  Govemour  of  Georgia  to  the  Head  Men  of

Charles  Town  South  Carolina  on  Saturday  last  dated  the 
S"*  instant  and  signed  by  the  Governors  of  North  and 
South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  and  M*"  Stuart  the  Agent 
informing  him  that  their  conversing  upon  the  subject  of 
the  future  Congress  had  occasioned  an  Alteration  of  the 
place  of  meeting  and  that  the  Indians  would  be  ordered 
down  to  Dorchester  in  South  Carolina,  and  that  the  Su- 
perintendant of  Indian  affairs  would  set  out  for  Augusta 
on  the  Thursday  following  in  order  to  meet  the  Indians 
there  and  signify  the  same  to  them  and  the  reasons  for 
ordered  them  down  with  him  to  Dorchester, — His 
Excellency  observed  that  although  he  had  always  been  of

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Affidavit  of  Arthur  Coody 

Augusta  in  Georgia 

Personally  appeared  Arthur  Coody  who  being  duely 
AffldaJtt.  *  Sworn  saith  that  on  Saturday  last  the  24*^  Instant  about 
12  OClock  o£  the  same  day  he  being  then  at  a  Cherokee 
Camp  near  Broad  River  in  this  Province  when  a  Cherokee 
Fellow  called  Maytoy  came  in  from  Hunting  and  ac- 
quainted him  this  Deponent  that  the  Creek  Indians  had. 
gone  over  the  River  to  Carolina  that  Morning  and  had 
actually  killed  several  White  People  And  that  in  an  Hour 
after  he  this  deponent  saw  six  Creek  Indian  Fellows  com- 
ing towards  the  Camp  upon  which  he  Immediately  made 
oflf  there  being  but  two  Cherokees  then  at  the  Camp  which 
were  not  able  to  protect  him  from  the  Creeks  that  upon 
going  oflf  he  saw  several  Scalps  upon  a  Pole  which  the 
Creeks  carried  in  their  Hands  And  further  this  deponent 
saith  that  the  Creeks  pursued  him  till  the  next  Morning 
ten  OClock  and  that  about  one  he  got  to  another  Chero- 
kee Camp  when  one  of  the  former  Camp  came  in  and  said 
that  there  were  a  Party  of  Eight  more  Creeks  just  by 
making  towards  the  Camp  upon  which  two  Cherokee  fel- 
lows went  oflf  Immediately  with  this  I>eponent  to  convey 
him  over  the  River  to  Carolina  but  had  not  gone  half  a 
Mile  before  the  Creeks  appeared  in  Sight  with  more 
Scalps  on  a  Pole  but  that  the  Creeks  did  not  discover  him 
so  that  he  made  the  best  of  his  Way  to  long  Canes  Fort 
where  he  arrived  Sunday  Evening  7  o'Clock,  and  then  saw 
James  Dyer  one  Lawson  and  Jacob  Paul  whose  Wives 
and  Children  were  killed  the  Day  before  to  the  Number  of 
fourteen,  About  ten  Miles  from  the  Fort,  and  that  the 
People  who  buried  the  Dead  said  that  there  were  but  one 
of  them  scalped  This  Deponent  further  saith  the  Chero- 
kees told  him  the  Creeks  had  Eleven  with  them  and  that 
there  were  about  three  hundred  of  the  Creeks  about 
Twenty  Miles  up  Broad  River  and  that  a  large  Party  of

them  were  going  towards  Saludy  in  Carolina,  and  another 
Party  were  sett  oflf  towards  Briar  Creek  and  Ogechee  This 
Deponent  also  saith  that  Maytoy  a  Cherokee  Fellow,  head 
Man  of  Highwassey,  and  a  Fellow  called  the  Rabbet  of 
Toogolow,  desired  him  to  make  the  best  of  his  Way  down 
to  Augusta  that  they  might  know  the  News  and  to  tell  the 
Warriors  there  to  let  the  Governours  know  from  them 
that  the  Creeks  had  broke  out  War  with  the  White  People 
and  that  now  was  the  Time  to  humble  them,  that  they  for 
their  own  Parts  were  not  displeased  at  it  any  further  than 
that  some  of  their  Brothers  the  white  People  would  loose 
their  Lives  that  they  themselves  were  determined  on  a 
War  with  the  Creeks  and  would  at  any  Time  join  their 
Brothers  the  White  People  upon  the  first  Notice —

M'  Galphin  in  his  Letter  to  his  Excellency  dated  the  5 
January  1764  says  that  he  set  out  in  order  to  go  to  an 
Indian  Camp  about  Twenty  Miles  from  his  House  to  get 
what  Information  he  could  concerning  the  Murder  of  the 
White  People  and  by  whom  done — That  about  ten  Miles 
on  his  way  he  met  ten  Creeks  with  about  twenty  or  thirty 
Women  and  Children  going  to  his  house  for  Corn — That 
he  informed  them  of  the  Murders  at  which  were  surprized 
and  said  it  could  not  be  any  of  their  People  without  their 
knowing  it — M*"  Galphin  then  Acquaints  his  Excellency 
that  in  his  Way  he  also  met  with  a  very  trusty  Fellow 
whom  with  one  of  the  Traders  he  sent  off  to  a  Place  called 
the  great  Buffalo  Lick  where  it  was  expected  to  find  a 
Number  of  Indians  that  they  would  return  in  six  days 
and  his  Excellency  should  then  know  what  Account  they 
brought  if  of  any  Consequence — M*"  Galphin  proceeds  to 
give  Reasons  why  he  thought  the  Murders  were  not  done 
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by  the  lower  Creeks  viz*  Their  going  away  so  well  pleased 
after  the  Congress — That  above  twenty  Fellows  had  left 
their  Presents  at  his  House — And  their  bringing  their 
Women  and  Children  out  with  them  in  Hunting — He 
says  that  some  people  think  the  Mortar  had  done  the  Mis- 
chief He  himself  thinks  the  Cherokees  had  a  hand  in  it 
and  perhaps  some  Villains  of  the  Creeks  along  with 
them — 

M'  Galphin  in  his  Letter  to  his  Excellency  dated  the 
Eighth  of  the  same  Month  again  Mentions  his  having 
sent  out  an  Indian  and  a  Trader  to  see  if  they  could  find 
out  the  Indians  who  had  done  the  Murder :  And  tells  his 
Excellency  that  about  fifty  Miles  along  the  Hunting  Path 
they  met  the  Young  Twin  and  another  Fellow  coming  in 
to  Acquaint  M*"  Galphin  of  the  Persons  who  had  killed  the 
White  People,  and  also  to  get  him  to  write  out  a  Talk 
from  the  Young  Twin  to  his  Excellency  which  he  incloses 
and  is  as  follows

The  Meeting  that  we  had  at  Augusta  we  had  not  forgot 
Sp^'oSeS*  the  Talk  we  like  it  very  well.  What  there  is  hereof  the 
jSrfSa^t^ihe  i-W^r  Towns  and  the  Tallipooses  say  they  will  hold  the 
"*^  English  by  the  Hand  when  we  were  down  the  lower 
Creeks  would  not  let  us  speak  a  Word  as  for  our  Part  we 
stand  to  the  same  Talk.  We  hear  the  Talk  that  Came  up 
and  seems  to  us  like  a  dream  a  Talk  came  to  the  Wolf 
from  below  and  likes  it  very  well  The  Talk  that  was  sent 
from  below  it  is  bad  to  be  sure  but  I  hope  it  is  not  all  over 
the  Nation — it  was  bad  here  once — it  was  not  the  Head 
Men  killed  them  but  a  Parcell  of  young  Fellows  who  were 
forgiven  at  the  Meeting  and  we  were  glad  of  it.  there 
were  all  Nations  gathered  together  and  heard  the  Talk 
and  were  very  glad  to  hear  such  good  Talks — And  Just 
after  we  came  up  we  had  a  bad  Talk  that  some  of  the 
Runagadoes  killed  the  White  People  on  Savannah  River 
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the  Upper  Towns  and  Tallipooses  know  nothing  of  this 
Mischief  nor  had  any  hand  in  it — the  lower  Towns  they 
are  the  People  that  made  the  law  and  they  the  first 
that  begin  and  if  they  kill  the  Murderers  we  expect 
the  Path  will  be  Strait  once  more — We  have  noth- 
ing to  say  to  the  lower  Towns :  the  Murderers  we  hear  are 
come  into  the  Nation — The  upper  Path  is  very  bad  and 
we  hope  that  the  Path  will  be  Stopt  and  the  Grass  grow 
upon  it,  and  if  you  will  supply  theip  you  must  supply  them 
another  Way  they  say  that  you  all  below  and  above  know

Order  of  his  Excellency  the  Govemour  in  Council 

The  Case  on  hearing  and  Proofs  appeared  thus,  vizS 
That  on  the  sixteenth  of  November  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  Two  hundred  and  forty  three  Acres 
of  Land,  Part  of  the  Premisses  in  Dispute,  was  surveyed 
for  Jolin  Hendrick ;  And  that  on  the  tenth  of  Aprill  fol- 
lowing a  Grant  was  signed  for  the  same  by  his  Excellency 
Charles  Craven  Esq'  then  Governour  of  South  Carolina : 
John  Hendrick  the  Grantee  lived  'till  towards  the  End 
of  the  Year  1738  and  then  died — On  his  Death  the  Lands 
are  said  to  have  descended  to  William  Hendrick  as  his 
Son  and  Heir  at  Law — William  Lived  'till  November 
One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  nine  and  then  died 
leaving  Issue  a  Son  and  a  Daughter — And  in  October  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  three  William  Hen- 
drick the  Grandson  of  the  Grantee  died  under  Age  and 
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without  Issue;  and  now  the  Sister  claims  the  Premisses 
under  the  above  Grant :  And  it  apoeared  that  neither  the 
first  Grantee,  nor  any  other  of  the  Hendricks,  or  any 
Body  for  them,  ever  settled  or  improved  the  Premisses,  or 
any  Part  thereof,  or  made  any  Claim  until  August  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  three  being  about  forty 
Eight  Years — 

On  the  other  Hand  it  appeared  upon  Oath  and  by  the 
Records  that  Cawston,  under  whom  Williamson  claims, 
obtained  a  Right  from  General  Oglethorpe  and  the  Trus- 
tees for  these  lands  in  the  Year  One  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  thirty  three ;  that  they  were  then  unsettled  and 
unimproved ;  and  that  Cawston  settled  and  improved  the 
same  at  a  very  considerable  Expence  by  clearing  planting 
and  building  a  very  good  dwelling  House,  Bam,  Stables, 
Outhouses  Si*^ — 

That  a  Notice  being  published  in  the  Year  1740,  by  Or- 
der of  the  Trustees,  in  the  London  Gazette  and  other 
Public  Papers,  requiring  all  Persons  holding  or  claiming 
Lands  in  Georgia  to  exhibit  their  Claims ;  a  regular  Claim 
to  the  Premisses  was  exhibited  in  Behalf  of  Cawston  and 
admitted — 

That  in  the  Year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fiftv 
four  after  the  Arrival  of  Governour  Reynolds  Notice  was 
again  published  for  all  Persons  claiming  Lands  to  exhibit 
their  respective  Claims  before  the  Governour  in  Council; 
when  a  Claim  was  exhibited  in  Behalf  of  Williamson  and 
allowed  of — 

That  in  the  Year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fif- 
ty Eight  an  Act  was  passed  here,  and  published  and  noti- 
fied in  all  the  Colonies,  and  in  great  Britain  and  Ireland 
by  which  Persons  claiming  Lands  in  this  Province  and 
residing  in  England  Si"^  were  allowed  three  Years  to  make 
good  their  Right,  and  if  Inhabitants  of  South  Carolina 
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Eighteen  Months.  That  within  the  said  three  Years  a 
Claim  was  again  lodged  for  the  Premisses  in  Behalf  of 
Williamson  which  was  allowed ;  but  it  was  thought  prop- 
er that  no  Grants  should  be  signed  for  any  Persons  claim- 
ing until  the  Expiration  of  the  said  Term  of  three  Years, 
that  it  might  be  known  whether  any  different  Claims  were 
made  to  any  Tract  or  Tracts  of  Land ;  And  that  after  the 
Expiration  of  the  said  Term  vizS  on  the  Tenth  Day  of 
March  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  one  a  Grant 
for  the  Premisses  was  actually  ordered  to  be  prepared  and 
signed  to  the  said  Williamson — 

It  also  appeared  upon  Oath  that  the  said  Cawston  and 
those  claiming  under  him  have  remained  in  full  quiet  and 
uninterrupted  Possession  of  the  Premisses  for  about  Thir- 
ty Years  past,  without  any  Claim  or  Demand  on  Account 
of  the  Premisses  from  Hendrick  or  any  other  Person 
whatsoever — 

Wherefore  on  considering  this  Matter  his  Excellency 
was  of  Opinion  that  Hendrick's  Claim  ought  not  to  be  al- 
lowed and  rejected  the  same  accordingly 

— The  Deposition  of  Noble  Jones  touching  this  Matter 
to  be  inserted — 

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  an  Extract  of  his 
Letter  of  22*  February  last  to  M'  Stuart  Superintendant 
of  Indian  Affairs;  also  a  Letter  dated  7^**  March  last, 
which  he  had  received  from  Govemour  Boone  of  South 
Carolina ;  with  his  Excellency's  Answer  thereto ;  all  rela- 
tive to  the  Murders  committed  by  the  Creek  Indians  at 
the  long  Canes  in  South  Carolina:  together  with  such 
other  Intelligence  as  his  Excellency  had  received  on  that 
Subject;  And  desired  their  Opinion  thereon  which  Ex- 
tract and  Letters  are  as  follows,  viz* 
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Extract  of  Govemour  Wright's  Letter  to  the  Superin- 
tendant 

"22*  February  1764" 

''I  don't  know  what  Messages  or  Demands  may  have 
gone  to  the  Creeks  from  you  or  Govemour  Boone  but  it 
is  very  clear  to  me  that  this  Affair  must  not  be  put  up

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If  a  general  Resolution  was  taken  to  stop  the  Trade 
from  every  Quarter,  this,  together  with  sudi  other  An- 
noyance as  may  be  given  them  without  much  Difficulty  or 
Expence ;  I  imagine  would  soon  bring  them  to  a  Compli- 
ance, without  other  Measures.  But  the  People  are  not 
yet  returned  from  their  Hunt,  they  will  not  all  be  in  'till 
the  Middle  or  End  of  next  Month,  so  that  their  final 
Answer  or  Resolution  cannot  be  known  'till  some  Time 
^'after  that,  and  the  Traders  will  require  previous  Time  to 
"withdraw  their  Effects  &*."

"Sir" 

"The  Answer  sent  by  the  Creeks  to  the  Superintend- 
ant's  Talks,  on  the  Murders  committed  since  the  Con- 
gress in  the  long  Canes  Settlement,  are  so  trifling  and 
unsatisfactory  that  it  appears  to  me  highly  expedient 
that  some  more  effectual  Step  should  be  taken  to  bring 
this  insolent  Nation  to  Reason ;  upon  a  Supposition  that 
what  has,  might  happen,  I  some  Time  ago  proposed  to 
the  Commander  in  chief  in  America  such  a  Correspond- 
ence on  Indian  Matters,  and  such  a  Concurrence 
in  Measures  also,  with  the  Officers  commanding  the 
Posts  in  the  two  Floridas  as  I  apprehended  would  be 
"productive  of  the  very  best  Effects  to  all  the  Provinces

having  Intercourse  with  the  same  Indians,  and  he  ap- 
proved so  much  of  my  Proposal  as  to  direct  the  re- 
spective Officers  accordingly.  Now  I  am  firmly  of  Opin- 
ion that  an  absolute  Restraint  on  the  Creek  Trade  would 
soon  procure  that  Satisfaction  for  the  Outrages  done 
"Us,  which  is,  and  ever  will  be  denied  I  am  afraid,  to 
"Talks  and  Expostulations;  while  sitting  down  tamely 
"under  the  Provocations  and  Injuries  we  so  frequently 
received  can  only  conduce  to  the  Repetition  of  them. 
Should  you  be  of  the  same  Opinion  and  will  concur  with 
me  in  not  only  restraining  the  Trade  from  our  two  Prov- 
inces but  in  requesting  also  the  respective  commanding 
"Officers  of  S*  Augustine,  Pensacola,  and  Mobile,  to  stop 
it  in  their  Commands,  it  cannot  I  think  be  denied  by 
them ;  and  if  you  will  write  to  this  Effect,  and  send  it  me 
"by  an  Express  (whom  I  will  pay)  I  will  dispatch  your 
"Letters,  with  mine  on  the  same  Subject,  by  some  Oppor- 
"tunities  which  offer  very  soon  for  Mobile  and  Augustine. 
"And  if  you  think  proper  to  let  me  have  a  Copy  of  your 
"Letter  to  the  commanding  Officers,  that  I  may  write  as 
"conformably  as  possible,  I  will  transmit  you  a  Copy  of 
"mine  by  the  Return  of  your  Express —

His  Excellency  Governour  Wright's  Answer  to  the 
aforegoing  Letter — 

Savannah  in  Georgia  2i'^  March  1764 
"Sir" 

"Your  Letter  of  the  7^**  Instant  I  received  by  Captain 
"Stuart  on  the  17^**;  and  although  the  Answers  in  general 
"hitherto  received  by  him  are  rather  unsatisfactory,  yet  it 
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"appears  from  the  Answer  of  the  lower  Creeks  of  the 
"ii""  of  last  Month  that  their  final  Resolution  could  not 
"be  taken  or  entred  into  until  all  the  Head  Men  were  re- 
turned  from  Hunting:  And  they  acquaint  M'  Stuart 
that  he  shall  then  hear  from  them  again,  and  expressly 
"say  "They  will  give  the  great  King  Satisfaction  for  what 
has  happened''  And  altho'  the  final  Answer  or  Determi- 
"nation  of  the  Indians  may  possibly  prove  as  unsatisfac- 
tory as  the  former,  yet  I  conceive  it  should  be  first  had 
"With  Respect  to  what  you  have  proposed  to  the  Com- 
"manding  Officer  relative  to  a  Correspondence  on  Indian 
"Affairs,  as  you  have  not  thought  proper  to  mention  the 
"Particulars  I  can  say  nothing;  but  I  received  a  Letter 
"from  Colonel  Robertson  dated  at  S^  Augustine  the  25"* 
"Sep*"  in  which  he  acquaints  me  that  amongr  the  Instruc- 
"tions  he  received  from  General  Amherst  he  had  one  to 
"correspond  with  me." 
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"The  Measure  of  putting  a  total  and  effectual  Stop  to 
"the  Creek  Trade  will  certainly  be  proper  if  we  cannot 
"obtain  Justice  without;  and  this  Measure  is  exactly 
"what  I  mentioned  in  a  Letter  to  Captain  Stuart  of  the 
''22^  February,  and  which  I  understand  was  communi- 
"cated  to  you;  but  although  this  was  and  is  my  clear 
Opinion  yet  it's  a  Matter  that  I  apprehend  ought  not  to 
be  too  hastily  done,  for  it  is  very  probable  it  may  bring  on 
a  War;  as  I  conceive  the  Indians  will  either  comply  with 
"our  Demand,  or  be  enraged  and  very  soon  begin  to  com- 
mit Hostilities,  and  if  the  latter,  this  Province  is  near- 
est, weakest,  and  most  exposed  to  their  Rage :  for  which 
Reason  I  think  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  previously  to 
know  whether  any  Assistance  may  be  expected  from 
^'General  Gage,  I  fear  not,  but  think  it  my  Duty  to  state 
"the  Matter  clearly  to  him  before  I  take  a  Step  which  may 
**bring  on  a  War.  I  should  also  know  what  Part  your 
"Province  and  the  other  neighl>^iring  Provinces  will  take 
**in  that  Event,  and  I  think  Governour  Dobbs  and  Gov- 
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"emour  Fauquier  should  be  wrote  to  on  the  Occasion ;  and 
"the  Answers  or  Resolutions  of  the  military  commanding 
"Officers  of  the  two  Florida  Governments  should  also  be 
"known :  for  if  they  should  not  agree  to  cooperate  and  re- 
"strain  or  put  a  total  and  absolute  Stop  to  all  Trade  with 
the  Creeks,  and  to  supply  the  Choctaws  sparingly,  so  that 
every  Channel  of  Supply  may  be  stopt,  and  they  may  not 
have  it  in  their  Power  to  get  any  Thing  either  from 
"white  People  or  Indians;  our  restraining  it  from  our 
"Provinces  would  rather  be  injurious  than  Salutary.  And 
as  this  is  a  Point  which  may,  in  it's  Consequences,  be 
tantamont  to  a  Declaration  of  War,  I  shall  not  determine 
upon  it  until  I  first  lay  the  Matter  before  his  Majesty's 
"Council,  and  know  their  Sentiments  thereon ;  and  which 
"I  shall  take  an  early  Opportunity  of  doing" — 

"Unless  the  Indians  by  further  Outrages  oblige  Us,  in 
"all  Events,  to  endeavour  to  force  this  Measure  without 
"Delay,  I  think  it  should  not  be  done  yet ;  and  though  our 
"Sentiments  are  the  same,  as  to  the  Thing  to  be  done,  yet 
"a  Difference  in  Place  and  Circumstances  may  make  a 
"Difference,  in  Opinion,  as  to  the  Time  when:  Your 
"Province  is  populous  and  opulent,  compared  with  this, 
"and  therefore,  on  my  Part,  every  Precaution  is  necessary ; 
"However,  that  no  Time  may  be  lost,  in  Case  the  Measure 
"should  finally  be  resolved  on,  I  shall  send  a  Letter  to 
"Major  Farmer  at  Mobile  by  a  Vessel  which,  I  am  told, 
"goes  from  hence  next  Week,  and  have  inclosed  you  the 
"Substance,  agreeable  to  your  Request ;  I  have  also  dis- 
"patched  one  for  the  Commanding  Officer  of  S'  Augus- 
"tine  by  Land."—

The  Board  having  taken  under  Consideration  the  sev- 
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eral  Papers  laid  before  them  by  his  Excellency,  together 
with  the  different  Intelligence  received  Of  Indian  Affairs, 
are  clearly  of  Opinion  that  until  a  national  and  general 
Answer  is  given  to  the  Talk  sent  up  to  the  Creek  Nation 
by  his  Majesty's  Superintendant,  since  the  late  Murders, 
the  Measure  proposed  by  Governour  Boone,  of  immedi- 
ately stopping  the  Trade,  will  be  highly  improper;  And 
even  should  that  Answer  be  evasive,  or  a  Denial  of  Satis- 
faction, that,  the  present  defenceless  State  of  the  Province 
considered,  it  will  be  equally  imprudent  to  take  such  a 
Step,  the  Consequences  of  which  may  be  a  War  with  those 
Indians,  until  we  have  some  Certainty  of  Assistance,  as 
well  as  that  the  neighboring  Provinces,  who  are  equally 
interested  with  this,  will  cooperate —

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Agreeable  to  the  Power  vested  in  his  Excellency  the 
Govemour  in  Council  in  and  by  a  late  Act  of  the  general 
Assembly  of  this  Province  passed  to  prevent  Inoculation 
for  the  small  Pox  in  Savannah  It  is  Resolved  That  Per- 
mission be  given  to  all  and  every  Person  and  PerscMis 
whatsoever  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Savannah  or 
living  or  residing  within  the  Limits  mentioned  and  de- 
scribed in  the  said  Act  and  to  such  other  Persons  as  actu- 
ally have  Lots  and  Houses  in  the  Town  of  Savannah  or 
within  the  Limits  aforesaid  and  who  some  Times  reside 
there  though  more  frequently  in  the  Countrey  to  inocu- 
late or  be  inoculated  for  the  small  Pox  from  and  after  the 
last  Day  of  this  Instant  August  And  that  the  same  be  noti- 
fied by  Proclamation — 

His  Excellency  took  Notice  that  the  Licences  given 
from  this  Province  for  the  Indian  Trade  would  be  very 
shortly  renewed ;  and  observed  to  the  Board  that  the  Reg- 
ulations heretofore  made  relative  to  that  Trade  he  thought 
were  incompatible  with  his  Majesty's  late  Proclamation, 
and  laid  the  said  Proclamation,  together  with  a  Letter 
from  the  right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  Trade  requiring 
his  exact  Obedience  thereto,  before  the  Board :  His  Ex- 
cellency also  observed  that  he  was  very  apprehensive  so 
general  a  Trade  amongst  the  Indians  might  be  productive 
of  Consequences  injurious  to  his  Majesty's  Service,  and 
the  Province,  yet  thought  himself  obliged  to  adhere  to  the 
royal  Proclamation.

limited  Plan  or  Regulation  for  conducting  and  carrying 
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on  that  Trade  as  well  to  prevent  Abuses  on  the  Part  of  the 
Traders,  as  to  preserve  good  Order  amongst,  and  pro- 
mote an  Interest  and  a  proper  Understanding  with,  the 
Indians — 

Two  public  Accounts  particularly  provided  for  in  the 
present  Tax  Law  were  laid  before  the  Board,  audited,  en-

Did  erect  a 
commodious  House  with  necessary  out-Buildings  suita- 
ble for  the  reception  of  Orphans  and  other  poor  and  de- 
serted Children  and  that  with  repair  of  the  Buildings, 
Purchase  of  Negroes,  and  supporting  a  large  Orphan 
Family  for  so  many  Years,  he  had  expended  upwards  of 
Twelve  thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  as  appeared  by  the 
Accounts  which  from  Time  to  Time  had  been  audited 
by  the  Magistrates  of  Savannah.  That  since  the  Com- 
mencement of  this  Institution  he  had  the  Satisfaction  of 
finding  that  by  the  Money  expended  thereon,  not  only 
many  poor  Families  were  assisted,  and  thereby  kept  from 
leaving  the  Colony  in  its  infant  State  but  also  that  a  con- 
siderable Number  of  poor  helpless  Children  had  been 
trained  up  who  had  been  and  were  then  useful  Settlers  in 
this  and  the  other  neighbouring  Provinces  That  in  or- 
der to  render  the  Institution  aforesaid  more  extensively 
useful  the  Memorialist  as  he  perceived  the  Colony  grad- 
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ually  rising  for  some  Years  past,  designed  within  himself 
to  improve  the  original  Plan  by  making  further  Pro- 
visions for  the  Education  of  Persons  of  superior  Rank 
who  thereby  might  be  qualified  to  serve  their  King,  their 
Country  and  their  God  either  in  Church  or  State  That 
he  did  with  inexpressible  Pleasure  see  the  present  very 
flourishing  State  of  the  Province  but  with  concern  per- 
ceived that  several  Gentlemen  had  been  obliged  to  send 
their  Sons  to  the  Northern  Provinces  who  had  much 
rather  have  had  !them  educated  nearer  Home,  and  thereby 
prevented  their  Affection  being  alienated  from  their  na- 
tive Country  and  also  considerable  Sums  of  Money  from 
being  carried  out  of  this  into  other  Provinces.  The  Me- 
morialist further  observed  that  there  was  no  Seminary 
for  Academical  Studies  as  yet  founded  Southward  of 
Virginia,  and  consequently  if  a  College  could  be  estab- 
lished here  (especially  as  the  late  Addition  of  the  two 
Floridas  rendered  Georgia  more  centrical  for  the  South- 
ern District)  it  would  not  only  be  highly  serviceable  to 
the  rising  Generation  of  this  Colony,  but  would  probably 
^  occasion  many  Youths  to  be  sent  from  the  british  West 
India  Islands  and  other  Parts  The  many  Advantages 
accruing  thereby  must  be  obvious  to  all.  From  these 
Considerations  the  Memorialist  was  induced  to  believe 
that  the  Time  was  now  approaching,  when  his  long  pro- 
and  jected  Design  for  further  serving  this  his  beloved  Colo- 
ny, should  be  carried  into  Execution  That  a  considera- 
ble Simi  of  Money  was  intended  to  be  laid  out  in  pur- 
chasing a  large  Number  of  Negroes  for  the  further 
Cultivation  of  the  present  Orphan  House  and  other 
additional  Lands,  and  for  the  future  Support  of  a  Wor- 
thyable,  President,  Professors  and  Tutors  and  other  good 
Purposes  intended —  Therefore  praying  for  in  Trust  for 
the  Purposes  aforesaid  Two  thousand  Acres  of  Land  on

each  Tract  fronting  the  River  and  no  more,  and  that  no 
Plot  be  received  or  certified  by  the  Surveyor  General 
which  does  not  appear  to  be  so  run.  And  It  is  furtiier

It  only  remains  for  us  to  give  you  our  Opinion  and 
Direction  in  respect  to  the  Silk  Culture  which  we  con- 
•  sider  as  an  Object  of  great  Importance  and  deserving 
great  Attention  and  though  we  are  fully  convinced, 
seeing  it  in  this  Light,  that  it  ought  to  be  and  will 
be  encouraged  by  Public  Bounties  and  national  Sup- 
port, Yet  we  are  equally  convinced  that  the  present  Plan 
of  Encouragement  neither  has  answered  nor  can  in 
its  Nature  answer  the  Public  Expectations,  by  extend- 
ing this  beneficial  Culture;  we  wish  however,  before 
we  decide  upon  any  other  Mode  of  Encouragement  (in 
which  the  Merit  and  Service  of  M'  Ottolenghe  will  al- 
ways be  considered  and  properly  rewarded)  to  receive 
the  fullest  Information  upon  every  Circumstance  rel- 
ative to  this  Object,  and  it  was  with  this  View  that  we 
did  in  our  Letter  to  you  of  the  29'^  May  last,  express 
a  Wish  to  have  every  Information  from  the  Province 
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that  could  be  procured  in  the  mean  Time  it  will  be 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  the  Inconven- 
iency  and  Embarassment  that  would  arise  from  any
